oy : . Loudon, June 27. 
Mv. Liusd Greorge-announced in the House of Commons that the 
Miners’ Ex-cusiva bad deakled co recommend terms of agreement to 
the men in view of the resumption on. July 4 Hoe said that the 
demand for a proBts pool had definitely been abandoned. The main 
feature of the permanent agreement was the establist ment of a new 
system of payment to the wage-earner, namely, profit-shariog.. with 
the employes. He believed this to be the largest example of profit- 
sharing ib any country. Wages must be the first obarge oa industry. 
A standard wage of twenty per cent. above pre-war wages woul'l be 
fixed and, after wage and other costs had been satisfied the owners 
would receive £17 for every £100 paid in wages, and. if there were 
further proceeds, they would be divided, the workman to receive 83 
per cent and the owner seventeen per cent. That settlement would 
Jast untit September 90, 1922 and he believed it would result in 
anexampleé harmony in the coal industry. The operation of that 
afrangemert at the ootset would create great difficulties in certain 
iroportant districts. The exporting districls which had been hardest 
hit daring the last six months desarved special consideration. If 
economic conditions were allowed fall play before the industry had 
time to recover, wages in South Wales would be reduced by 9s. 6d. 
daily. Owners, supported by the miners, had pressed the Govern- 
ment to assist in re-starting these pits and hed convinced the 
Govern nentthat resumption would only be partial without assistance.

Bayond that period the permanent agree- 
‘ment would operate and the subsidy of ten millions, which the 
Government had decided to grant, would not be corcerned therewith. 
In districts where Government aid wae necessary or W wages 
had been reduced by the settlement owners had agreed to forgo for 
three mont! 5, their profits under the profit-sharing scheme. Finally, 
a National Board would be established consisting in equal pumbers 


of miners acd owners. There would also be District Boards to which] -

RMr. Lloyd George appealed. that nothiog sbonld be said to ine 
crease the difficulty of the task of the afiners’ Executive. The 
settlement was a great promising experiment and no such. poincip les 
’ . had -swerdefa: i to *1 fodustry on ‘such 2 stale. 
He hoped it would create new relations between capital and labour. 
He emphasised that the alarming reduction of output in this basic 
industry was making the introtuction of a new spirit essential
